Mr. Fouracres’ character and mode of dealing with students, 
both European and native, have been too long and too favourably known to me, and I may 
add to successive Viceroys and Lieutenant Governors through a series of years to justify me 
im paying any attention to a statement made in such general terms, and (as I believe it to 
be) so groundless. Mr. Fouracres is above all things 2 workman, trained in habits of obedienve 
and discipline, accustomed to insist on good work, and firm in enforcing it. ‘lhe discipline 
of a workshop like that of a regiment is different from the discipline of a class room, and 
there is no loss of dignity in yield/ng implicit obedience to cither the one or the other.

. not submitted to the Board of Visitors because, as they truly state in their present memorial, 
“its tone was thought to be objectionable, and the language employed was not deemed 
to be sufficiently respectful.” But in the present connection it is not the tone or the 
lan e which is the most serious matter, but rather the entire inability of the 
students to understand the conditious which will enable them to become good workmen 
and to succeed in the profession which they have chosen. To have the opportunity of 
learning their business under an Engineor of Mr. Fouracres’ skill and experience is a privilege 
of which the students will, it is to be hoped, learn in time the value. ‘lo show themselves

In the note which is appended to this Resolution, the Lieutenant-Governor 
stated his reasons for thinking that Government should take measures 
to provide a European hospital at Darjeeling for the reception of patients and 

(EAE a eee conyalescents from the plains, _and appointed a 
Colonel Trevor, 2,3. Committee* to examine the subject, and to submit 
aunt Deputy Commissioner of proposals for carrying the scheme into effect. The 
Mr, Murtin, Superintending Fn- genie hyphal expressed his willingness 
gee to make*a grant from Provincial Services of 
Mi Darian Beomative lagioste, Rs. 50,000 to Rs. 60,009 for the establishment 
of such a hospital as would afford accommodation 

to invalids from all parts of the Lower Provinces. 


2. The Committee, after careful consideration of the different sites avail- 
“able, recommend that the site of the Booteah School should be adopted. They 
have considered a rough plan of a two-storied hospital to accommodate 16 
first class, 20 second class,*and 20 third class patients at an estimated cost of 
about Rs. 52,000, and they propose that the plans and estimates should be 
completed by the Public Works Department for submission to the Lieutenant- 
Governor. They are *of opinion that little difficulty would be found in 
raising public subscriptions to provide for the equipment of the hospital and 
the maintenance of the poorer classes of patients, and they recommend that 
measures should be taken to ascertain what assistance may be expected from 
the public. 


8. The Lieutenant-Governor approves the suggestions put forward in the 
Committee’s report. The Public Works Department will be requested to take 
measures at once to level the Booteah School site, demolishing the old buildings 
and cutting down the hill so as-to secure sufficient space for a substantial strue- 
ture of the dimensions proposed. Plans and estima*es of the work should be 

. prepared with as little delay as possible, and as soon as they have been approved 
by the Lieutenant-Governor, a special grant will be made of the amount 
required for the construction of the building | Meanwhile a grant of Rs. 2,000 

js sanctioned to admit of the Police Hospital being at once adapted for the 
reception of European patients, so that accommodatioa may be available during 
the current season. 

4. The Commissioner of the Division will be desired to submit sugges-

a and growing need of this sort. But as Darjeeling increases—and it is now in 

ily—we shall have to provide hospital accommodation for the permanent residents of the 
station and district. There are the tea-planters and their assistants scattered about all over 
the district, some of them placed in very unhealthy situations. Casesin which young men are 
brought in suffering from fever of a severe type for medical attendance are very common, and 
a difficulty is frequently found in providing them with accommodation during their illness. 
The hotels and boarding-houses are generally full, and a sick person is not always a welcome 
inmate in a public establishment of that sort; and it is feared that many useful men have 
lost their lives in the Dooars and the Terai, who. would at once have come up for treatment 
aif a comfortable hospital existed for their reeeption. Then, again, there are many cases of 
persons residing in outlying plantations, who desire attendance during their confinement, who 
oan only obtain it at an enormous expense, altogether beyond their means, and who are not 
within reach of the Civil Surgeon, and cases are not unknown in which it has been found 
impossible to procure accommodation for such cases here on any terms. 

But besides these there are frequent cases in the mofussil stations of persons pulled 
down after severe sickness or suffering from obstinate disease, who are unable to take the c 
to sea which richer persons could afford, but for whom a change and careful medical stent 
ange are absolutely necessary. Thero are alsv persons who could undergo operations in the 
cool climate of the hills, which they could not bear in the heat of the plains. Lastly, there 
are patients convalescing in the Caloutta hospitals, to whom a change to a convalescent ward 
in Darjeeling would be of the utmost importance. 

It therefore seems to me that as a European hospital has to be built, we should not keep 
in min@ only the requirements of Darjeeling, but of the province generally. It will in the 
long run be a saving to Government if a number of its servants can be sent up here fora 
few weeks’ treatment in a Muropean climate, instead of having to take leave to Burope 
or to linger on in 2 condition of inefficiency from ill health at stations in the plains. * 

The experiment of paying wards for first-class patients has been tried on a small 
scale in Darjeeling, as also in Calcutta, and with the greatest promise of success. 

T think that the best plan of dealing with the matterewill be by appointing a Committee 
to consider the whole subject—the site, theclasses and quantity of accommodation, the rate 
of charges, the mode of admission, &c., &e.

The Committee considered the plan, and approved it with certain minor modifications. 

They resolved to recommend. that Mr. Martin should be authorized to complete the 
plans for a building of the size and description shown, but modified, if necessary, to suit the 
shape of the plateau as produced by cutting down the hill top, and to work out regular 
estimates for the orders of the Lieutenant-Governor jn the Pablic Works Department. 

8. The Committee remarked that the grant offered by Government would not do 
much more than meet the cost of levelling the site and erecting the proposed buildings. 
Thev thought, however, that little difficulty would be found in raising by public subserip- 
tion money enough to furnish the hospital completely. They also thought it advisable to” 
secure annual ‘gubscriptions sufficient to enable.the managing body of the hospital to make 

rovision hereafter for even a puorer class of patients than those mentioned in the Lieutenant- 
overnor’s note; or such ,subscriptions might be applied in paying the railway fares and 
providing warm clothing and other comforts for patients who could not afford such for them- aa 
selves. ‘The Committee resolved to recommend that Government, in the Medical Department, 
should at once make public the Lieutenant-Governor’s note and the (ommittee’s proposals, 
and invite the Chamber of Commerce, Calcutta, the Trades’ Association, the leauge 
Boards or Agents of the East Indian Kailway, the Eastern Bengal Railway, and other like 
bodies, to say to what extent the Committee might expect donations for furniture now and 
subscriptions for other purposes hereafter. It might also be found that some of the funds at 
the disposal of the hospital authorities in-Caleutta could be devoted to paying the expenses of. 
poor convalescents sent up from medical institutions at the Presidency. Enquiry might at 
the same time be made as to the extent,to which advantage would probably be taken of th 
hospital by the different classes of patients. On this point the leading medical officers in 
Calcutta and the larger mofussil stations might be able to give useful information.. © 

9. The Committee did not consider that enquiries such as those suggested above need i 
delay the putting in hand of the work of building. They had no doubt that shone ] 
of the size ae would always have a sufficient number of patients to make it self- 
supporting.

I.—Accounts oF 1879-80. 


Provincial Services.—In the Resolution of 25th May 1880, it was estimated + om 
that the year 1879-80 had opened with a credit balance of Rs. 42,79,000; 
that the total amount available for expenditure had been Rs. 4,24,71,000; “a 
that the expenditure on all accounts had been Rs. 3,81,72,000; and. that the ‘ 4 
year had closed with a credit balance of Rs, 42,99,000. The final accounts 
show much more favourable results, The amount available was really 
Rs. 4,31,17,081, while the expenditure was only Rs. 3,80,12,831. The closing 
balance was therefore Rs. 51,04,250. ‘The following table shows the estimates 
and the actuals under the differents heads :— *

There was an increase in the revenue of Rs. 6,837,269 over the estimates, 
An increase is shown under Excise of Rs. 1,76,768, under Railways of — 
Rs. 1,13,766, under Law and Justice of Rs. 95,205, under Other Publie Works 
of Rs. 1,07,326, and under Provincial Rates of Rs. 68,811. The Government 
of India also sanctioned the additional assignment for the administration of 
the License Tax to which reference was made in paragraph 6 of the Resolu- 
tion. The receipts under the head of Assessed Taxes were thus increased by 
«» Rs. 1,24,344. There were also minof increases under other heads.» On the . 
other hand, a decrease is shown under Stamps of Rs. 70,784, under Registra. — - 
tion of Rs. 14,970, under Irrigation and Navigation of Rs. 94,697, chiefly in 
the collections from tolls on the Nuddea Rivers and Calcutta Canals, and under 
' Fducation of Ks. 1,728. There was also a small falling off under the head of 
Unclaimed and lapsed deposits to the extent of Rs. 4,205. The receipts 
under this head are necessarily liable to considerable fluctuation. A’ small 
increase of Rs. 2,654 is observable under the head of Jimperial allotment. 
This represents the value of books and periodicals stipplied by this Govern- 
ment to the Government of Bombay, adjusted through’ this head of 
account. The sum of Ks. 6,131, shown as “ Contribution from Local Funds,” 
was the unexpended balance of a grant of Rs. 10,000 made to the Singbhoom 
District Road Account in 1878-79, which was refunded to Provincial in 1879-80. 
The actual expenditure of 1879-80, compared with the regular estimate, 
showed a decrease of Rs. 1,59,169, This result could not have been arrived 
at had the Public Works and Irrigation Departments been allowed to spend to 
the full extent the amounts provided for in the regular estimate. There was 
a saving of Rs. 2,24,792 under Irrigation and Navigation, and of Rs. 2,72,599 
under Other Publie Works. ‘the advances to local funds were also restricted, 
and’ there was a saving of Rs. 54,332 on this account. Land Revenue shows 
an improvement of Rs. 40,028, and Registration an increase of Rs. 46,203. 
This was the result of the transfer of the land registration charges from the — 
former to the latter head. Similarly, a saving under Stationery:and Printing is 
counterbalanced by an increase in expenditure under Stamps, the'cost of stamps 
supplied to Provincial Governments being now charged under the latter head. 
As was explained in the Resolution of 25th May 1880, the contribution 
to Imperial Funds is made up ofa special contribution of 10 lakhs made to 
assist the Supreme Government in view of the pressure of extraordinary 
charges, and the sum of Rs. 3,15,000 expended from Provincial Funds on 
the Patna-Gya Railway. ‘The latter sum is shown as a contribution to 
Imperial Funds. It is again shown asa part of the capital adyanced by the 
Supreme Government for the construction of the work,’ but without interest. 
The net result, as regards the Provincial Revenues, is an improvement of 
Rs. 5,05,250 on the regular estimate. ; 
Incorporated Local Funds,—The receipts of the Incorporated Local Funds, 
including the grants-in-aid from Provincial Funds, aggregated Rs. 41,438,370,

Stamps.—The Government of India has reduced the estimate of receipts, 
under Stamps from Rs. 1,20,00,000 to Rs. 1,16,00,000. As the stamp © 
revenue has fallen off generally during some of the past few months, the 
original estimate of Rs. 1,20,00,000 may ‘not be realized. There is, however, no 
reason to apprehend that the ordinary receipts will be less than in. 1880-81. 
Indeed, there are signs of recovery since the year opened. In the estimate for 
1881-82 a new head of receipts, “Sale of stamps for copies,” has been ineluded 
under the operation of the High Court’s Circular No. 35, dated the 1st October 
1880, prescribing rules for granting copies of records. The receipts from this 
source are expected to amount to Rs. 4,20,000. It will be safe, therefore, to 
estimate the total receipts for the current year at Rs. 1,18,00,000, and this 
amount will accordingly be adopted for 1881-82. 

Registration.—If, as is anticipated, the Registration receipts in 1880-81 
will not exceed the actuals of 1879-80, which were Rs. 10,29,000, the estimate 
for 1881-82 cannot be put at much a higher figure than Rs. 10,50,000, even 
after allowing for some increase of registration all over the province. The 
original estimate will accordingly be reduced to Rs. 10,50,000. 

Law and Justice. —The falling off in the regular estimate for 1880-81 
is due to Jail receipts not coming up to the anticipated amount. For 1881-82 
there is a falling off under Law and Justice (proper), owing to fees for copying 
being levied by stamps. The extension of jail manufactures, however, is 
expected to lead to higher receipts. The estimate of Rs. 18,20,000, agoriginally 
passed, will stand. 

Police.—Under a Resolution of this Department, dated the 29th April 
last, the receipts from Pounds situated within municipalities have in all 
instances been made over to the municipalities concerned. The receipts on this 
account, hitherto credited to the Provincial Services, averaged about Rs. 12,000 
a year. The estimate of Police receipts will accordingly be reduced to 
Rs. 4,65,000. 

Marine.—The original estimate is Rs. 11,75,000. This will ,be raised to 
Rs. 12,00,000 with reference to the recent increase in pilotage receipts. 

Medical.—The receipts in 1879-80 were swelled by the payments of 
arrear contributions by the Calcutta Municipality for the Sealdah Hospital. 
The estimate of Rs. 1,65,000 for the year will stand.

The total charges in 1880-81 will probably amount: to not less 
than Rs. 27,00,000, and the same amount will be required for the current year. 
There may be some reductions in the cost of sub-divisional establishments, 
but they will be counterbalanced by anticipated increases under other heads, 

Refunds.—The budget estimate under thit head is Rs. 6,46,000, and the 
Government of India have raised this to Rs. 7,81,000. The original estimate, 
however, was carefully framed. It includes an ample provision under the 
head of “Unclaimed or Lapsed Deposits,’ though, as has already been 
explained, a reduction under this head may be anticipated with the reduction 
under the receipt head ‘ Miscellaneous.” Local officers have also been 
instructed to exercise care in levying license-tax in doubtful cases, so that a 
decrease in the amount to be refunded under this head will probably be 
shown. The Lieutenant-Governor will adhere to the original estimate. 

Excisée:-—The estimate is Rs. 2,70,000 against a sanctioned grant of 
Rs. 2,60,000 in 1880-81. The increase is chiefly due to the appointment of 
two additional Inspectors for preventive work. ‘ 

' Stamps.—As has already been stated, this head now includes the cost 
of stamps supplied to Provincial Governments which was formerly shown 
under Stationery and Printing. There isan increase in the budget estimate 
from Rs. 4,24,000 to Rs. 4,34,000. As the revenue expands there must be an 
increase in the gross cost of the stamps and in the discount for selling them, 

Registration.—As the estimate of receipts kas been reduced, there will 
be a decrease in the estimated charges for commission. The original estimate 
of the Accountant-General was Rs. 6,32,000, and this will stand. 

Administration.—The increase in the estimated expenditure, compared 
with the actuals of the last year, is due to provision made for the salary of

Government of India had not then sketcbed out any system of what 
was afterwards called ‘famine finance.’ It only wished to free iis hands for 
the task of dealing with famine “ by distributing between the various provinees 
the burden which now improperly rests-on the Imperial revenues.” Bengal 
was the only province, however, which was then considered able to carry the 
whole of its own burden, The charge for interest on productive public works 
was transferted to the Provincial account, and the Lieutenant-Governor was 
invited to raise by taxation the funds necessary to meet existing charges, as weil 
as to provide for new works. ‘the Public Works Cess Act of 1877 was accord- 
ingly introduced. Provincial responsibility for all productive works existing 
and future was definitely assumed, and the policy which the Secretary of State 
‘had affirmed was, in regard to this province, carried into effect. 1t may here be 
remarked that in other provinces the policy enunciated in 1877 was still incom- 
plete when the “famine policy” was proclaimed in 1878. It thus came to pass 
that, while in other provinces it was expressly declared both in the “License” and

receipts and land registration fees, were subse quently transferred —first to 
« Miscellaneous” and then to “ Registration.” The receipts which, from 
1878-79, were shown under a new heading “ Minor Departments” were 'previ- 
ously shown under other heads, chiefly « Miscellaneous.” 

From 1878-79, however, accurate comparison of the condition of. the 
finances in the different years is possible. The gross revenue was 
Rs. 38,20,78,000 in 1878-79; it is estimated that it will be Rs. 3,68,28,000 in 
1881-82. In other words, the revenue has increased at the rate of ‘about 16 
lakhs of rupecs a year for the three years, though there has been no 
new taxation in the interval. Of the sum of Ks. 47,50,000, by which the 
gross estimates for 1881-82 exceed the actuals for 1878-79, Excise contributes 
20 lakhs, Stamps 10 lakhs, Jails 3 lakhs, Railways 14} lakhs, Irrigation 
and Navigation, 3} lskhs. On the other hand there is decrease of over 
* ofa laku in Provincial: rates, of about 1} lakh under Law and Justice _ 
proper, and about 1} lakh under Miscellaneous.

The progress of the revenue under EXCISE is one of the mtiost 
satisfactory features in the Statement. While the revenue has i

This 
ineluded the charges in Assam. In 1875-76 the expenditure in Bengal 
amounted to Rs. 26,32,000. In the next year Sir Richard Temple under 
financial pressure reduced the expenditure to Rs. 24,48,000. Sir Ashley Eden 
has now been able to make full provision for the needs of this important depart- 
ment. He has been able to replace one lakh of rupees reduced feom the grant 
‘for Primary Education in 1876-77, and the gross expenditure allowed for 
1881-82 is Rs. 26,90,000. 

In the MEDICAL administration important savings have been made. The 
management of the Metropolitan Hospitals has been reformed, and much waste 
of public money has been prevented. Government aid to dispensaries in the 
interior no longer takes the form of a free supply of expensive instruments and 
drugs, and careful management has ensued from the responsibility thus thrown 
on the directing Committees. The charges which amounted to Rs. 14,86,000 
in 1875-76, Rs. 13,638,000 in 1876-77, and Ks.

Eastern line, to Mugra Hat, an important mart in the 24-Pergunnahs 
district, and a sum of Rs. 2,20,000 was expended upon it from Provincial 
Funds. ‘This line is being constructed on the broad gauge, and it is hoped 
that it may be extended to Diamond Harbour. The estimates for 1881-82 
include a charge of Rs. 7,50,000 for expenditure on this line. Provision has also 
been made under Other Public Works for the expenditure of Rs. 4,50,000 for 
preliminary work on a line to connect Parbutipore on the Northern Bengal 
Railway, with the important town of Dinagepore, and of two lakhs for raising 
and bridging the road {from Mugra to Diamond Harbour to make it available 
for railway extension.

Durine the year 1880 the work of revising the system on which these 
institutions are maintained was steadily pursued. The reports of inspecting ~ 
officers, and the researches of the Medical Committee, had left no room for doubt. — 
that on the one hand the public usefulness of most of the outlying dispensaries, — 
as gauged by the figured {statements of work submitted by them, had been 
greatly exaggerated, and on the other the assistance afforded by Government had 
been given on such a principle as to invite careless management, anda 
diversion of the public money from the charitable objects for which it was 
intended. Systematic enquiries were therefore made to ascertain what was 
the actual amount of charitable relief afforded by each dispensary, what was 
its financial position apart from the Government aid, how far its resources were 
properly and economically employed, and what hope there was that local 
charity would maintain the dispensary efficiently with the aid which Govern- 
ment has undertaken to grant. The general result is thus stated by the 
Surgeon-General :—‘‘It has been found that in some places there has been 
accumulation of invested money, while the poor have been unrelieved ; that in 

~others promised subscriptions have remained unpaid, and while Government 
has continued tu support the medical officer, he has been rendering no public 
‘service worthy of mention; that subscribed funds have been devoted to the 
payment’ of servants who have been useless for any legitimate purpose, serving 
mainly to enable the native doctor to absent himself from his dispensary without 

’ causing Complaints; that apart from irregular fictitious entries, the attendance of 
patients has been multiplied designedly and on regular system, in order to present 
a plausible tale of work} that medicines have been issued confessedly to persons 
who had no right to them.” In order*to ensure some sort of supervision and 
some tangible responsibility for contributions, the dispensaries have, wherever 
this was possible, been transferred to the management of municipalities. The 
supply of medicines from the Government stores on free indent has been abso- 
lutely stopped. Medicines have been given, as in other provinces, at cost price, 
and in some cases a money grant bas been made in support of the dispensary 
funds. It has been distinctly laid down that Government aid ean only be conti- 
nued if it is shown that proper economy is exercised in the administration of the 
charitable funds of the dispensary. Enquiry has shown that great extravagance 
has been exercised in some dispensaries in the maintenance of establishment - 
Where the legitimate work of the dispensary was only sufficient to give employ-. 
ment tothe Hospital Assistant and one menial, onspoundere and other servants 

* wereemployed: ‘The object of this was clear enough. ‘The compodnder looked 

’ after the dispensary, while the Hospital Assistant attended the richer subscribers _ 
at their homes, or sought privaté practice elsewhere It appeared tothe 
Lieutenant-Governor that there could be no justification for applying the public 
revenues to the support of a charity, so long as the funds’ which they. aided — 
were diverted ‘to other than charitable objects.

E intended to be purely charitable. In 1849 the Government 
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posed to assist Baboos Joykissen and Rajkissen Mookerjco, 
_ Ooterpara, in establishing a hospital and dispensary at that’ plaod. The pro- 
_was that Government should pay half the cost of erecting the necessary 
buildings, and allow Rs. 100 a month for the maintenance of the institution, to- 
ther with English medicines and instruments. In reviewing this proposal, the 
overnment of India declared that, “as far as any general principle is con- — 
cerned, .it is RT opposed {o grants of the kind, inasmuch as it is 
beyond the recognized province of a Government to provide medical aid 
* forthe great body of its subjects.” The letter went on to say that, though 
the British Government in India has for special reasons granted assistance 
of this nature to the people, that assistance -had till then, with one exception, 
““béeen exclusively confined to towns ator in the neighbourhood of which a 
Government medical officer is stationed.” ‘There are obvious objections 
to extending the privilege much further. As long asit is so restricted, there is 
a distiti¢t line drawn, and the Government are able to discern the extreme 
extent to which it is possible that the State may be taxed for the purpose. 
This would of course cease to be the case if the privilege were Once extended 
indiseriminately to every large town or village, the inhabitants of which might 
be desirous to avail themselves of it. Another very important objection 
also to generally extending the privilege (though not applicable to the presont 
case) Would be the absence of any supervision by European officers over the 
dispensaries, were they to become commonly established throughout the 
country. On these considerations, then, the President in Council would not 
ordinarily feel disposed to comply. with an application for aid towards the. 
establishment® of a hospital at any place where there are no Government 
establishments and no Government officers.” Nevertheless, as the President in 
Council was “most reluctant to oppose any obstacles in the way of these 
generous and humane efforts on the part of the wealthy members of the 
native community to improve the social condition of their countrymen,” and 
as he apprehended that “unhappily such applications are likely to be very 
infrequent,” the Government of India sanctioned the proposals on the 
distinct understanding that the grant was not made ‘upon any recognition 
of the general propriety of affording assistance from the State to such 
undertakings.” Experience has shown that the Government of India enter- 
tained a just view of the dangers of multiplying dispensaries in the 
interior. The number of dispensaries has enormously increased in Bengal 
of late years, not because “ generous and humane efforts” have been made 
by wealthy members of the native community to provide their poorer 
brethren with medical aid, but because Government has afforded undue faci- 
lities for obtaining European instruments and drugs, and the services of 
medical officers, at the public cost. in 1860 the total number of dispensaries 
was 57. In 1864 Government issued a set of rules under which it bound 
itself to defray a portion of the’medical officer’s pay and to accept other charges 
in the event of subscriptions to a certain amount being guaranteed, without 
any reference to the situation of the proposed dispensary. The apprehensions 
expressed by the Government of India in 1849 have been fully justified. The 
State has been taxed under the pretence of medical charity to an extent which was 
never contemplated. The number of charitable dispensaries increased from 57 
in 1860 to 135 in 1867; in 1873 it was 198; in 1879 it was 254. It was suffici- 
ent for a'féw well-to-do persons to give a guarantee of subscriptions to a certain 
-A “charitable dispensary” was at once established. They were

It is’ clear that the 
system has developed into something quite different from what the+Govern- — 
ment of India contemplated in 1849, and that, whether the provision’ of 
charitable medical relief is or is not an object in aid of which the funds 
of the State may properly be expended, a great part of the charge thrown 
upon Government for the support of these dispensaries does not répresent 
charitable relief at all. In one respect, however, though perhaps at too 
heavy a cost, the system has done good. It is reported that the people 
have learnt to appreciate’ European medicine and European tréatment, 
and that the richer classes, finding that they can no longer’ obtain 
medicines gratuitously, are willing to purchase them from the dispen ; 
stores. ‘This, however, cannot be permitted. Medicines can only be supplied 
at cost price from Government stores for strictly charitable See 
Private practitioners are now sufficiently numerous to supply medicines 
for those who are able to purchase them. ‘The policy which the Lieutenant- 
Governor proposes to follow in regard to these dispensaries was stated in the 
Resolution on the last report. He is unwilling to take any active measures to 
contract the system generally. Wherever a dispensary, classed under the old 
rules, is found to be serving really charitable purposes and to require assistance, 
the existing arrangements will be maintained so long as the conditions of the’ 
rules are fulfilled. Only where this is not the case will the dispensary be closed. 
As regards the future, the Lieutenant-Governor considers that the principles 
_of the Government of India’s orders in 1849 should be observed. It is no 
longer necessary for Government to assist in the establishment of dispensaries 
with the view of introducing European medicine to the people. In the event 
of any epidemic, Government will of course, as it has always done, take special 
measures of medical relief, and where a Government medical officer is stationed, 
arrangements will always, as hitherto, be made for the relief of the sick poor if 
any necessity exists.. But for ordinary purposes the existing system of dis- 
pensaries is more than sufficient, and it will be recognized in the new rules 
that Government will not bind itself, as a matter of course, to any fixed scale of ° 
aid for the establishment of new dispensaries. , yes 
3. The number of dispensaries open on 81st December 1879 was 255. 
Of these, 9 were removed from the list during the year. Some were closed 
because subscriptions were not forthcoming. The supporters of one were 
unwilling to recognize any control. from Government after the privilege of a 
free supply of instruments and medicines had been withdrawn.

cent. Boda in Julpigoree and Aurungabad in Gya had 50 per cent., Raneegunge 
41°15, Sherepore in Bogra 40, Barrackpore 37:2, Ranaghat 33:3, Deoghur 
32-7, Serampore 29-9, Jajpore in Cuttack 29-4, Burhee in Hazaribagh 29-5, and. 
Pooree 29°3. In some of these cases the high death-rate is explained either by 
the very small number treated, or by the class of patients received. Thus Boda 
and Aurungabad had 2 patients only during the year, and in each case 1 
died.

Dr. Payne is justified in holding that the returns of minor operations are not 
trustworthy. Some of the facts which have been reported show that the 
figures cannot be accepted as a record of work really done; but it does not 
appear that the use of the new form of inspection report has lead to any great 
fictitious increase. The form was only introduced in 1879, and the total 
number of minor operations under treatment was 46,683 in 1879 and 46,696 in 
1880, There was a decrease, it is true, in the number of cases at sudder 
dispensaries ; but the increase at outlying dispensaries is only a part of the 
general increase in attendance that the returns exhibit, and.it does not call for, 
special remark. Fictitious returns under this head are merged in the great 
aggregate of fictitious returns. The pettiness or importance of the operations 
is a different question. So long as the actual importance of the opera- 
tions returned is as correctly gauged as it is at present, no,one is likely to be 
misled by the returns. But the mere fact that the operations are in many 
cases petty, affords no ground for excluding them altogether from the returns. 
On the whole, it seems to the Lieutenant-Governor that an increase in the 
returns of minor operations calls neither for special commendation, »nor 
for serious denunciation. As regards major operations, the Lieutenant- 
Governor repeats what he has said on previous occasions, that the pro- 
secution of surgery is one great means of obtaining the confidence of the 
people, and thus popularizing European treatment generally ;, and he will be

NOTE, 


Barometric Pressure.—'The pressures in column 2 of the above table for allstations below 500 feet 
are reduced from those given in column 3 of the table on the previous page, by adding the weightof a 
column of air of the temperatures given in column 18. For stations above 500 feet elevation the 
reduction is made by Captain Allan Cunningham’s table, “ Prof., Papers on Indian Engineering, 
No. OXIII.” ‘The temperatures at the sea-level are taken from column 3 of the above table. 

Temperature.—The temperatures in column 3 are reduced from those in column 18 on the preceding 
page, by adding 1° Fahrenheit for every 450 feet. 

Wind Resultant.—The resultant wind direction and its comparative predominance are calculated 
from the whole number of wind observations recorded during the month, The relative predominance 
in the direction of the resultant is given as a percentage of the whole number of observations. Tne 
direction is computed in the usual way by Lambert’s formula, 

Cloud.—This column gives the averaye proportion of clouded sky, a cloudless sky being indicated 
by 0, and one completely overcast by 1 0. 

The above, being all comparable, afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for the 
month, which will show the isobaric and isothermal liues and the resultant wind directions, which last 
may be represented by arrows of varying length, proportioned to the prevalence of the wind. To these 


may be added the rainfall from the previous tables, ;
